If their 
Cauſe were good, or if it had a Flaw 
in it, he would point it out; would 
ſhew them where lay the Strength, and 
where the Weakneſs; would commend 
them to faithful Attorneys and able 
Counſel, work the Officers to an Abate- 
mentof Fees,and ſupply them with Mo- 
ney that, wanted it. Eſpecially if the 
Cauſe concern'd the Title of their Li- 
ving, or the payment of their Tithes,he 
would ſweat and beſtir himſelf for his 
poor Brethren to the utmoſt of his Vi- 
8 that under his Lord and Maſter, 
he was a zealous and ſucceſsful Abettor 
of the Rights of the Clergy in general. 
To ſtudy the Intereſt of others fo 
earneſtly as wholly to neglect our own, 
may rather be call'd Simplicity than Makes bis 
Honeſty ; and might ſound prettily in 2 
à Romance, where Honour 1s Meat, Lord Er. 
Drink and Cloathing. But certainly, as ton prefers 
the World goes, to truſt to the Genero- 
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The LIFE of ABp. Williams, 
ſity of others when we may befriend 
our ſelves, is more than is requir'd at 
our Hands, and much more than Pru- 
dence will account for. Therefore Mr. 
Williams, tho' very mindful of others, 


was not at the ſame time unmindful 
of himſelf; but grounded himſelf fo 


deep in his Lordſhip's Affections, that 


in about five Years Time (which he 
liv'd with him) he rais'd himſelf a plen- 
tiful Fortune by the Aſſiſtance of that 
Bounty, which was ſo far from denying 
him any thing, that it commonly pre- 
vented his Requeſts; the Politick way 
of enhancing a Benefit without coſt: for 
a modeſt and generous Perſon thinks he 
pays dear for what he 1s forced to ask 
for.

granted. Upon which Kiluert (the 
Biſhop's vow'd Enemy) is order'd to

Away goes he, glad of the Office, 


and makes ſure of all that could be 
found; Goods of all ſorts, Plate, 


Books and ſuch like, to the value 


of Ten thouſand pounds: of which 
he never gave Account, but of Eight 
hundred. The Timber he feld, kill'd 
the Deer in the Park; fold an Organ 
that coſt 1204. for 104. Pictures that 
coſt 400/. for 5/. made away with 
what Books he pleas'd; and conti- 
nud Revelling for Three Summers 
in Buzden Houſe: For four Cellars 
of Vine, Syder, Ale and Bear, with 
Wood, Hay, Corn and the like, 
ſtord up for a Year or two, he gave 
no Account at all. And thus a brave 
Perſonal Eſtate was ſquander'd away, 
and not the leaſt of the King's Fine 
paid all this while; whereas, it it had 
been manag'd to the beſt Advantage, 
it would have been ſufficient to diſ- 
charge the Whole. It were endleſs 
to repeat all the Contrivances againſt 
his Lordſnip during his Confine- 
ment; the Bills that were drawn up, 
and the Suits that were commenc'd 
againſt him, as it were on purpoſe to 
impovyeriſn him, and to plunge him 
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over Head and Ears in Debt, that fo 
if he procurd his inlargement from 
this Priſon, he might not be long out

Health or the pleaſantneſs of his 
Temper.

The Old Library of the College be- 
ing not capacious enough for it's in- 
tended uſe, and a ſecond Court be.

Prelate prevented by this unexpected 
Gift from laying the firſt Stones, yet 
follows the Work begun with con- 
tinu'd and large ſupplies, at ſeveral 
times, 1n the years 1623 and 1624. to 
the value of 2o11/. 13s. 44. And 
the reſt of the Charge for the entire 
finiſhing of the whole Work fell 
upon the College it ſelf, which was

Now we have been ſo far from 
diſobliging this ſo profuſe a Bene- 
factor, with reſpect to his firſt Eſſay 
of bounty towards us, that we have 
not envy'd him the Glory of the 
whole, in commonly reputing him the 
fole Founder of this goodly Building, 
in as much as he was ſo deeply con- 
ccrn'd in bearing well near Two third 
| parts 
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parts of the Charge: Bur. ſeeing we 
are forc'd to this in our own Vindi- 
cation, we could no longer ſuppreſs 
the truth (tho it ſomewhat dero- 
gate from his. Lordſhip's ſuppos'd . 
Munificence, as the only Erecter of 
the Library) leſt we ſhould be found 
too injurious to the Honour and Me- 
mory of that generous Knight, who 
ſo freely contributed to the firſt 
Foundation, and falſe to the Society 
it ſelf, which underwent the great 
Charge of near a Thouſand pounds

As to any Books, with which this 
great Founder is repreſented by our 
calumniating Hiſtorian to have im- 
mediately furniſh'd the New-erected 
Library, we declare that we find no

One Reaſon for all may be, that our 
Predeceſſors (who provided a fair

. of the College, that a preſent — 0 
of Books would be more acceptable) 
take in his former Inſtrument, where- 
by he gave his own whole Library 
after his death to the College, and 
in compliance with their Requeſt 
oblig'd himſelf by Indenture, to the 
Annual Payment of One Hundred 
pounds for Ten years together then 
next to come, for the more ſpeedy 
furniſhing of the Library with Books; 
and for further ſecurity thereof did 
anew make over his own Library, 
and ſent a true Catalogue of his 
Books to be kept among the Le- 
cord of the College. Which Annu- 
ity of one Hundred pounds for Ten 
years, or any part thereof being ne- 
ver paid, (by What neglect or miſ- 


chance

chance is not known) his Lordſhip 
foreſeeing the Troubles coming upon 
him, wherein he was for ſeveral years 
after ſorely involy'd, did order his 
ſaid Library (then in the Cuſto- 
dy of one Kilvert and by him much 
imbezled) to be deliver d up into 
the Poſſeſſion of the College, for the 
ſatisfaction of that Thouſand Pound, 
for which his own Bounty had made 
him a Debter. And accordingly im- 
pair'd as it was it came into the Col- 
lege- hands, and ſo continu'd till the 
year 1640. when his Lordſhip was 
{et at Liberty from the Tower, and in 
ſome meaſure reſtor'd to his Ma- 
jeſty's Grace and Favour, and ad- 
vanc'd to the Arch-Biſhoprick of 
Tork. Upon which his happy Re- 
ſtirution and high Promotion, his 
Library, as receiv'd, was at his In- 
ſtance return'd back, and lent unto 
him again (no ungrateful diſobligation 
we hope) and by him remov'd to his 
Study in the Deanery of Weſtminſter. 
And upon his Lordſhip's removal firſt 
to Tork, and then his retirement into 
Wates, they were ſeiz d upon by the 
Parliament, and committed to the 
Cuſtody of ſome Gentlemen for ſe- 
| ven 
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ven years. After which time, at the 


Arch-Biſhop's Suit the Keys of his 
Study were deliver'd to one Mr. Gou- 
land, as Truſtee for the Biſhop during 
his Life, and ſome of the Books in 
the mean time ſent down by his 


13 order to him in Wales. 


Upon his Lordſhip's Death the re- 
mainder of the Library fell into his 
Adminiſtrator's hands, from ' whom 
the College at laſt recciv'd them, and 
gave both him and Mr. Gonland and

foreſaid (for which being unpay'd 
they accepted the mangled Library 
as a full Com — as for the 
Books 3 ey The truth of 
which do's fully appear from the ſe-

The Books being thus come into 
the Poſſeſſion of the College, it was 
next to be advis'd, how they might 


be moſt advantageouſly beſtow d ac-

fore at length concluded by and with 
the approbation of Grifirh Williams 
Eſquire, his Lordſhip's Heir and Ad- 
miniſtrator, that ſuch Books as were 
entire and not before in the Librar) 
ſhould be reſervd and there diſpos'd; 
and the reſt either Imperfe&t or Du- 
plicates to be ſold, and with the Mo- 
mies thereby rais-d (after charges de- 
duced ) a Purchaſe of Lands ſhould 

be made, the Rents whereof ſhould 
be determurd partly to the Annual 

Increaſe of the Library-Keeper's ſti- 

pend (as he himſelf had deſignd) 

and partly for buying of Books, to 

be for ever reputed as of his Lord- 
ſhip's Gift, thar ſo he might continue 

a perpetual Benefactor to that Li- 

brary, whereof he truly was the chief 

Founder. The account of all which 

both Sale and Purchaſe (the Parti- 

cCulars being yet to be ſeen) as left 
us upon Record under our Auditor's 

own Hand, makes it appear, that the 

College did expend 125.45.
